N ancient law in the days of the 
Republic

Venice 'required 


every merchant trading to the east to 
bring back some material for the 
adornment of the Church of St. Mark. 
As a result, the building is a rainbowr 
colored museum of sculpture over a 
period of twelve centuries. 


The present temple was constructed 


about 1063 by Doge Contarini, the 
ruler of Venice. Its walls and arches 
are covered with rire marbles and ala- 
basters from ancient columns which 
were sawn into slices and arranged in 
broad sparkling bands. 
Above the 


central porch stand the four famous 
bronze horses that originally belonged 
to some Greek or Roman monument. 


One of the chief glories of th« 


church is the retabkr of the high altar, 
within which rests the body of St. 
Mark. 
Its rare enamels, precious 


stones and carved gold make it one 
of the most magnificent specimens of 
the goldsmith's and jeweller's craft in 
existence. 


The great Bell Tower of St. Mark's 


collapsed in 1902. It was rebuilt in 
1912 and the rich and beautiful temple
